At Marlborough street Police Court 
on Saturday, Colonel W. G. Dawkins, 
of 23;Moorcr.Rtrbet, Sloane street, Chel- 
sea, was summoned before Mr.' Mansfield 
for having, on the 18th of March, as- 
saulted Lieutenant-General Frederick 
Stephenson, of 3 Bolton row, Piccadilly. 

Mr. Lewis, in opening tho case, stat- 
ed that in 1865 a court of inquiry was 
held atlha Horse Gruards. Sir Alex- 
andor'Woodford, General Prince Ed- 
ward of S^e-Weiraar, Sir Edward de 
Barth, General Wynyard, and General 
Stephenson constituted the court, 'On 
different days General Stephenson re- 
ceived letters -from the defendant. The 
result of the inqpiry was .fhat^ ..Colonel 
Dawkins was'&t dedmed fit'to'haVo 
the charge of a battalion, but no impu- 
tation was thrown on his character as 
a gentleman. Subsequently Colonel 
Dawkins brought an action against 
General Stephenson and othor members 
of the Travellers' Club, afid .as a conse- 
quence was himself expelled from "that 
body. Ili.'» nasne, too, waa removed 
from tho Army List. General Steph- 
enson afterwards received another let- 
ter, and then, acting under the advice of 
Lord Abinger and Colonel Gipps, he 
put the I iQ^,titer into. > the hands" of his* 
solicitors. 'One of 'the letters 'was 'taii- 
tamount to a challenge. As far as Gen- 
eral Stephenson w-as concerned, Mr.

sat in a court of inquiry a^^d done his 
duty, and it was as absurd, to suppose 
that he.wo.uld accept a challenge as to 
suppose' thiit one of " the judges would 
do such a thing. The letters sent to 
General Stephenson were of a most 
libellous character, but no notice was 
taken of them. On Friday week, while 
I General Stephenson was walking in 
Grafton street, Colonel Dawkins struck 
hiuiiwith'ih is glove, caiiing him a'cow- 
ard,^an§ then walked away. All that 
Mr. Lewis had todo after reading the 
letters was to ask that Colonel Dawkins 
might be committed for trial. Mr. 
Lewis read the following letters : 

"No. 12 AULL.VQTON STREET, LoNDON. 

"To LieiUenant-GQiieral Slcphemon: 

"When you contrived and signed tho 
robbery of my commission against evi- 
dence you sliowed yourself a liar in 
thereby saying guilty persons, and you 
showed yourself a thief. In resorting 
to a sneaking stab in the dark, rev(uige 
obtained on a certain pretext, you show- 
ed yourself a coward, and in doing so 
subsequently to my recent publication 
you have shown yourself a convicted 
cur. You would not have dared to have 
practised such villainy in a court where 
the existence and protection of honour 
would have insured you the penalty 
you deserve. Yours, 

"W. G. Dawkins." 
"2'o Lord Abinger : 

"As there is written and printed evi- 
dence that General Stephenson served 
his friends and robbed me by his eva- 
sion and lying be has no personal dig- 
nity and honour.

"General Stephenson : 

"I waited in vain for three hours on 
Saturday to inflictupon you that person- 
al chastisdmftnt which is the only re- 
dress remaining for those who are cheat- 
ed of justice in every other direction, 
You are now only sheltered by subse- 
quent legal advice especially bearing 
upon . my experience that you are no 
goutleman.and therefore would not give 
the satisfaction given by a former 
Guards' ofiScer, Lord Alvauly, to Mr.

Mr. Lewis then called General Fred- 
erick Charles Arthur Stephenson, who 
stated that he resided at 3 Bolton row, 
Piccadilly, and wiis a Lieutenant General 
in her Majesty's army. In Feburary, 
1865, he was (»jt;iointed a nie/nber of a 
court of inquiry, Field-Marshal, Sir Al- 
exander Woodford, General Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, General Sir 
Edward dc Barth, and General Wyn- 
yard also being members of the Court. 
On the 17th of September, 1879, he re- 
ceived a letter signed "Dawkins," and 
addressed "Lieutenant-.General Steph- 
enson, liar, thief, and cur, Inverlochy 
Castle," and he put tho letter — ono of 
those read by Mr. Lewis — into the 
hands of Lord Abinger and Colonel 
Gipps, and acted on their advice. Ho 
received other letters from Colonel 
Dawkins. On thg;,ip(th ',iiiBt.,' while in 
Grafton street, he "felt 1 a- blow on his 
cheek'from a glove given from behind, 
and on turning round saw Colonel Daw- 
kins, who said, "You are a liar and a 
sneak," and made a remark to the effect 
that witness could do what he liked, at 
the same time offering his card. The 
witness declined to receive it, and walk- 
ed away. Subsequentlyi acting, under 
Lord Abinger's advice, through his ro- 
licitor, Mr. Farrer, ho obtained a sum- 
mons. 

Replying to i\rr. Williams, the Gen- 
eral stated that he did not take a strong 
part in the court of inquiry. Ho did 
not use any pressurO/.-or undue influ- 
ence. He ibelieVetl^ CgJoiIgI Dawkins 
brought an action against him and other 
members of the club — the Travellers'— 
but that ho was never tried. The bal- 
lot at the club v;a3 30 for the Colonel 
and 100 odd against him. He consid- 



ered one of the letters the Colonel sent 
a challenge, and he referred it,according 
to the usual, practice, to the Horse 
Guards. ^He'djd'nbt' fed alarmed at 
the Colonel's'cdhdiSct^ 

Mr.' MansSeld yfiid 'it was his inten- 
tion to commit the'defendant for trial. 
As it was not a trumpery case' and con- 
sidering the position of the parties con- 
cerned he should send the case to the 
Centrftl CrimirialCourt.

Such , appear/i to have 
been h'er energy and lesolutidn .that 
she probably considered . all means legi- 
timate to carry out her steadfast revol- 
utionary purposes, which only gave way 
when she found, to her surprise, that 
Jeliaboff had made the most comprom- 
ising revelations. With regard to con- 
fessions, many persons naturally sus- 
pect tho means used to induce these 
depositions; and it is stated in one quar- 
ter, without qualification, as if a well- 
known fact or personally vouched for, 
that the Nihilist Goldman was 'tor- 
tored' to death in the Fprtreaa- of Pei- 
tropanlovski. If the Jew Goldenber is 
meant by the above Goldnmn, I can 
only say that very few well informed 
])er.sons in St. Petersburg believe in his 
death at all, it being well understood 
that to escape the vengeance of tho par- 
ty for bis revelations,the stipulated that 
his death should be reported, while ho 
wRsprivately shipped off toadistantcon- 
tinont and provided with tho means of 
iivelihood. Respecting Russakofl', un- 
til he is jjublicly brought to trial 1 can 
say nothing, but 1 have seen at' close 
hand Solovioff, Mirsky, MicbaelotT, Sa- 
burof]', Kviatkofsky, Presniakofi", Tiko- 
iioff, and Oklodsky, all of whom wero 
condemned to death, and three execut- 
ed. These bore no sign of 'torture.' 
They had ample opportunities for de- 
nouncing it if it liad been practised, 
and as they expectfid death, had no rea- 
son for keeping silence. Other prison- 
ers did complain of being insulted, 
while u peasant woman (Griaznova) 
publicly, in open court, interrogated a 
police otlicer as to his having dragged 
her by her hair aud struck her in tho 
face after they were disarmed, as report- 
fd in tho Inst trial. But neither com- 
plaint nor suggestion has been made by 
the prisoners respecting physical tor- 
ture. On this point I have myself the 
testimony of a well-known person, who 
states he was confined in a for- 
tress two years without trial, but there 
were no horrors there except tho long 
torture of solitary imprisonment with- 
out trial, which he describes as so great 
that tho prisoners determined to starve 
themselves in order to force tho chiefs 
to give them some liberties. Never- 
theless, my informant candidly refutes 
the idea of physical torture. Although 
deportation by administrative process 
continues, and appeals loudly for reform, 
the torture of indefinite imprisonment 
before trial has been one of the foremost 
abuses which Oon. jMolikofl" has dealt 
with, and prompt trials havo marked 
the obvious change. Whether an equal- 
ly marked change has taken place in 
tho amelioration of the condition of the 
j)risons generally, and in particular tho 
central prison of Kharkoff, described 
as a. grave of horrors from its terrible 
uiiliealthline.ss, I cannot say. Of this 
1 am sure, it was oidy in keeping with 
the well-known character of the 'late 
Ivnperor and l']rn[)rcs8, as; it will be 
with the present Emperor and Empress, 
who take such solicitous interest in all 
works of benevolence, to desire that in- 
creased attention bo given by the high 
officials worthy of their conGdenco to 
temper tho treatment of all ))risoncrs 
with humanity and mercy."

y ,i Thursday, May 12. 
yiie court opened at 10 a.m. 

LARCENY. 

Edward Jack, indicted for larcony on 
board tho steamer Grappler on tho 14 th 
yeptember last, pleaded not guilty. 

A jury beteg empannoUed, Mr. Siinon 
Anderson was chosen foreman. 

The Chief Justice oxplainod th« two 
plaints of three counts each to the jury. 

Mr. Harrison, for tho Crown, briefly 
stated the circumstances of tlio caso. 

\Vm. Meyer, sworn — Was captain of 
the steamer Orappler; was ownor of the 
vesael in September lost; there wore a 
few cases of gumboots on that particular 
trip shipped from Victoria for Cassiar; 
knew prisoner; was a deck hand on board; 
the cases were in good order when ship- 
ped; noticed that a case had been broken 
open when in Chatham Sound, about 500 
miles from this port; this sound is near 
the boundary line of Alaska; was then 
about 10 miles from tho coast; had occa- 
sion to go into tho foro-hold and saw a 
case that had been broken; examined it 
and found two pairs of boots missing; 
did not know the brand; tlioy were con- 
signed to Callbroath, Grant & Co. 

James Collins not being forthcoming 
when called on, his recognizance was es- 
treated. 

John Fie win, sworn — Am a police con- 
stable; received instructions in Decem- 
ber lost, and found the gumboots under 
the prisoner's bed m his cabin on Store 
street; identified the boots produced in 
court. 

To tho court — Did not find the boots 
on the first search; they wore among a 
lot of boxes and other things. 

W. F. O'Connor, supt. of city police, 
sworn — Went to prisoner's house and 
found him with a pair of gum boots on; 
prisoner said ho had obtained tho boots 
from one George Wilson; he said ho know 
they were stolen from tho Grappler and 
that Wilson had thrown them into his 
bunk; Wilson was a sailor .ind ho behov- 
ed was then employed on tho Grappler. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

ThoOMef Justice, who said he, was 
bound 16' watch the case for the prisoner 
as ho had no counsel, was afraid tho cir- 
cumstances surrounding it were strong 
against him as tho person who stole tho 
property. If, however, tho jury liad any 
doubt on this matter the prisoner was en- 
titled to tho benefit of that doubt, and, 
they could find on tho second'"cbunt-^of 
receiving the goods knowing them to have 
been stolen. 

John Loon, an Indian, was ch.irged 
with robbery on board the steamer Enter- 
prise on the 2d July, 1880— stealing $250 
from a passongor. 

Prisoner, through an interpreter, plead- 
ed not guilty and added that he was not 
the man who stole the $250. 

Mr. W. -Hazard was chnson foreman 
of tho jury. 

Tlie Crown prosecutor explained to tho 
jury that the prisoner was charged in the 
first place with receiving money knowing 
it to have been stolon, and in the second 
place with stealing the money from a per 
son who stole it from a Miss Reade. The 
circumstances connected with the robbery 
on board the steamer were then entored 
into for the information of tho jury. 

Geoi^ina M. Reade, sworn— Roinom- 
bered'going on board the steamor Enter- 
prise on 1st July last about 12 o'clock 
at night in company with her sLitcr, Mrs. 
Hammond and her husband; luid between 
£50 and £00 in money; it was in Quebec 
Bunk bills, sovereigns and American gold 
iind silver; remained on board tho steam- 
er in the ladies' caKiri . during the night. 
AVitness here described tho position of tho 
door and window of tho cabin by a dia- 
gram. Tho bag containing the money was 
in the room; an ulster was left outside 
containing handkerchiefs, &c. ; identified 
the handkorohief produced; was awaken- 
ed in about an hour after retiring and 
found that'the bag containing tKo; money 



was gone; witness then wont to Mr.Ham- 
mond'E state room and in a few minutes 
tho bag was found but the pur.so had been 
abstracted; the notes were old and worn; 
one was toriijsho noticed it particularly; 
she obtained them at the Quebec Rank. 

Charles Rloomflold, sergeant of police, 
sworn — Know the prisoner at tho bar; re- 
membered seeing hiiu on tho 5th Sci)tein- 
ber in Seattle; tho chief of police in that 
city had in his iio.c.soHsidn some IC ten_dol- 
lar bills on the Bank of Qucbco; prisoner 
admitted that it was a part of tho money 
obtained on steamer Enterpriao; he gave 
an account of tho 20 bills taken; one 
had been given to hi.s brother; two woro 
lost in gambling; one wa.'i changed in a 
beer saloon; six were changed at a mon- 
oybroker's and the other ten wore handed 
to tho chief of police at Seattle; prisoner 
was willing to couio back to Victoria with 
him; cautioned liitu in Victoria gaol 
about making stateiuoiits; he said that in 
going up on tho Enterprise at Ladner's land- 
ing ho saw "Freddy" liido a vest among 
the wood; ho took nioiioy out of it and 
liid it away again ; gave one of tiie notes 
to his brother; prisoner said that Fred 
had stolen tho inonoy; 17 of the notes 
were recovered; tho other three were not; 
tho money found on tho prisoner by Mx'. 
McGurth, Seattle chief of police,' was tak. 
en to tho monoybrokcr's and the six orig- 
inal notes were redeemed. 

Sidney Franklin, sworn — Was a dock 
hand on board tho Enterprise in July 
last; remember the boat being searched 
on the morning of the 2nd July. The re- 
lative position of the Indians' quarters 
and Hie ladies' cabin windows was then 
described. The windows opening into- 
the ladies' saloon are largo enough for a 
man to get through; prisoner left tho 
steamor at Now Westminster. 

Cross examined by Mr. T. Davie for the 
defence. The Indians had no'^businesu 
whatever in tho ladies' cabin. 

John Iviikup, polico officor, swnrn — 
\rro3ted priaonor; the statement mado 
by him to this witness was similar to tiiat 
made to Sergeant Bloomfield. 

John Nicholls, sworn — Was clerk in 
Gareschb, Green A Co-'a bank; tho di.i- 
count on Quebec bank notes last July on 
small amounts, under a hundred dollars, 
was two per cont, over that one and a 
half per cent. 

Charles Todd, Supt. of Polico, sworn — 
Remember the 2nd J uly last; had searched 
the steamer Enterprise on that morning 
for money supposed to have been stolon. 

Billy^ an Indian, sworn — Was working 
on steamer Douglas; was a passenger on 
board tho Enterprino on 2nd July last; 
know prisoner; hcalopt in tlioaanio place; 
knew an Indian named Freddy; ho came 
on ve^ late at night; when he came 
down he said he had seen a woman in her 
cabin washing; he took his boots oif and 
went away for a little while, but ho did 
not know when he came back. 

This closed the evidence for tho prose- 
cution. 

Mr. Harrison reviewed the evidence 
adduced for the prosecution andtht^ught 
the jury could have no diBioulty in coming 
to the conclusion that the Indian Fred 
had stolen tho money. All tho circum- 
stances of the caso pointed in that direc- 
tion. The evidence proved that Fred had 
hidden tho vest containing tho stolen 
money and that the suspicions of tho 
prisoner baingarouaed, he took tho money 
from the vest and pocketed it. Tho 
learned counsel dwelt upon the fact of all 
tho banknotes being accounted for and tho 
voluntary statement of tho prisoner as to 
what he had done with it. 

Mr. Davie for tho prisoner confined 
himself to the second count of the indict- 
ment, Tho whole point was whether the 
jjrisonor knew that the money was stolen. 
So only found it. No one had acted in 
any other way than in strict accordance 
with law and right. Did the prisoner 
know that the money had been, stolen. 
That was tho question. He did not in- 
tend to argue that tho money was not 
stolon or that it was not Miss Reade's; 
that was all conceded. There was noth- 
ng to prove that he knew the money was 
stolen. He imagined it was lost mont}' 
and took it accordingly. PriHonnr know 
that he could not bo obliged to rotiirn 
with Sergeant Bloomfield yet ho did so 
willingly andgavo upnearly all theraoney. 
That did not look like giiilt. He would 
ask the jury in any event to make such a 
ecommendation as would induce his 
Lordship to inflict a liglit sentence. 

The Chief Justice reminded the learned 
counsel somowliat humorously of the con- 
duct of tho prisoner in taking the money 
on the trip to New Westminster. The 
Drisoner was not a perfect fool and must 
lave known that this money was what tho 
fficers of the law were looking after. 
Mr. Davio hoped the jury would re- 
member that tho prisoner had been in 
prison nine months. 

Tho Chief .lustice remarked that he 
would remember that fact. Addressing 
the jury his Lordship reviewed the evi- 
ence and said that if they camo to the 
conclusion that tho pri.sonor tiiought tho 
money lost property and did not know 
that it was stolen they would find him not 

guilty, ■ 

The jury without le.iving the box re- 
turned a verdict of guilt}'. 

His Lordship remarked that no other 
erdict could possibly have boon arrived 
t. 

The other prisoner named Fred Baptisto 
concerned in this robbery was then placed 
in the dock and pleaded not guilty. 

Mr.' J. Hendry was chosen foreman of 
tho jury in this case. 

Mr. Harriaon for the Crown stated that 
tho prisonm* was charged in tho first count 
with stealing the money froin Miss Reado 
board tho Enterprise, and in tho 
second count with receiving the money 
knowing it to haye beeii stolen. The cir- 
cumstances of tho robbery were again re- 
capitutated. 

The evidonco of Miss Reade in this caso 
was, of course, similar to that given in the 
ther, and need not be repeated. 
The same remark applies to the 
vidence of the Indian Billy, Sidney 
Franklin and John Nioholls. 

Johnny' Leon, who had just been con- 
icted, Bworn — Was working on tlio 
toamor Enterprise on 1st July last year; 
lept down below; thero v,-oro three others 
besides himself sleeping there; Freddy 
the prisoner came down late at night and 
said he had seen some ladies washing; he 
then took ofi'hi,') shoes aiVd coat and wcnf 
p again; was then gone .for an hour; next 
morning near Plumper Pass, tho policeman 
searched where they had been sleeping; 
tho steward was with the policeman and 
said thoy were, looking for something 
that was missing; before they got to Lad- 
ners landing witness saw a vest and 
thought it belonged to one of the passen- 
gers; when near New Westminster ho 
thought Freddy took tho vest and hid it 
aw.iy in the wood; at New Westminster 
Fred took tho vest, but witness had the 
money; there were 20 ten dollar bank, 
notes and some gold pieces; he got four 
dollars and seven bits for each of the gold 
pieces; when Fred know that witness had 
the money his face grew red, but ho did 
not say anything; the money was in a 
white handkerchief with a black mark 
round it; witness identified tho handker- 
chief; left the 8to»jBer:i1;hat trip; he gave 



one of tho notes to a sitkum brother; the 
police caught him with it; was seven days 
in Now Westminster but tho policeman 
did not know he was thero; lio then went 
dn-wn to Cgnoe Pass and his friends ,told 
himjto leave the country; he took his 
canoe and went over loPort Blakely where 
ho worked for a time, when there he did 
not know how much money he had; he 
heard that the money was lost on tho 
Enterprise and he wanted to go back to 
Victoria; the people said tho money wu.-i 
no'good there; he wont into a saloon in 
Soatttojffid sap^jaQney.pn the table and 
put dnwii a note,' tKo m'aii gave him .$0.50 
for it; after a while ho found out that 
there was an ofiico where ho could got 
change tor tho notes; Ijo changed six notes, 
but afterwards got them back; gave all 
that heliad up to tho Seattle policeman; 
did not take much notice of the bills; ho 
thought they were no good. 

Cross examined by Air. Pollard for tho 
dufonco— Did not know whether ho had 
stolen tho moiioy or not; (laughter) after 
ho got tho money ho knew that it had 
been stolon; ho thought ho had found tho 
money; he know tho monoj' had been 
stolen when ho got to Now Westminster; 
Uiey were drinking whiskey for half an 
hour down'' where they were sleeping bo 
fore Freddy camo down. 

Mr. Todd's evidence in this caau was 
a repetition of that formerly given. . 

Robert Irving, called by tho defonco, 
sworn- — Had know prisoner for a year 
and a half, while on board the steamer 
Enterprise; believed hifn' to be a thor- 
oughly honest and reliable boy. 

Solomon A. ('i:peland sworn — Is 
steward on board tho Enterprise; tlio 
pri.sonor was pantry-boy under him; had 
alway.s found hioi houo^t, saber and up- 
right; ho had opportunities of being other- 
wise during the t wo ; years that he was on 
board.'tho Enterprise and Princess Louise; 
remembered tho robbery of Miss Reade 
and described tho cirounistancos attending 
it; all tlie lndian.s were quite willing to 
bo searched. except Leon; mentioned also 
how tho bank note was found on the half 
brother of Loon; fully believed the pris- 
oner to bo thoroughly honest and reliable; 
had never luiard anythinglngainst hiih till 
tho present time. 

Mr. Pollard for the prisoner, could not 
ace that there was any evidence against his 
client. Nothing would bo more natural 
than that Leon slioulil endeavor to throw 
tho blame on somenuo else after haying 
stolen the money himself. Ho submitted 
that his .shoes being nlF wai not a suspic- 
ious circumstance. It was not at all likely 
that the prisoner "j"o||'^ ''.'.'^ 'i, ^.'"i. 

in a wood pile. If Leon had been honest 
ho. wbuldiat once have reported thfe mat- 
ter to'the offi'oer.s bf^flie bbatr, '.The' whole 
thing seemed to bo a put up job to impli- 
cate Freddy end tlui.s get clear hini.solf. 
Tho story of Loon was one that the jury 
should not put any reliance upon. Tho 
good character of the prisoner .as proven 
by* Messrs. Irving and Copeland was next 
cdmfflont'ad u)3ox| a,|idjthe learned cnunsel 
contended 'that there 'was no likelihood 
that tho prisoner could be tho guilty 
party. Ho would leave the matter in the 
liaiuls of tho jury believing that thoy 
would come to the conclusiim that tho 
prisoner was not guilty of tho robbery. 

Mr. Harrison for the prosecution com- 
mented on -the; evidence of'LoOh' and con- 
tended that his evidence was reliable and 
shoidd bo taken as good testimony. Al- 
though ho had been convicted yet the law 
alloweil his evidence to betaken, and that 
there was no probabity of its being false. 
It wa.s not shaken by cross examination 
and would have to be coiisiderod of im- 
portance. There was no evidence that 
Leon was ah acc(inip!icb or that he wanted 
to throw the guilt' upon tho prisoner at 
the bar. He submitted that the testi- 
mony was good in all its points, and 
that it was moreover corroborated bj' tho 
tho fact of tho handkerchief being identi- 
fied by tho witness. The learned counsel 
would not say a word against tho previous 
good character of the prisoner, but it 
must be borne in mind that he had every 
opportunity of committing the robbery 
in consc^quonc'b of knowing oxery part of 
the boat and the arrangements of tho 
cabins and beds. Tho jury niu.st cer- 
tainly come to the conclusion that tho 
prisoner was guilty. 

In summing up his lordship remarked 
that Leon was certainly not an honest 
man for he iiot aw! y speedily to another 
country with the money. On returning 
ho thought probably ihv.t !;o would not bo 
punished for stealing from a thief. It 
was a point in law that the evidence of a 
convicted folon must be corroborated by 
other evidonco. Tho 'question for tiio 
jury to consider was as to w'hcthor the 
evidence of Leon could bo believed as 
against the good character given tho 
prisoner .by^ the i.Fitncs.scs. It had been 
proved that tho prisoner was prowling 
about on two occaaiona that night. Leon 
did not miivo from his quarters but the 
other did. Tho fact of Leon voluntarily 
giving up .$170 and returning to Victoria 
was confirmatory of tho suspicion that tlio 
prisoner was guilty of stealing the money. 
They would scarcely find on the other 
count of the • indidtmeht of ''" receiving 
stolen money. 

Tho jury on returning into court found 
a verdict of guilty of larceny against the 
prisoner. • 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 
Antonio ^lorelli was charged with com- 
mitting an oH'once against tho person of 
u boy named Basso some time in July, 
1880. .-Xfter a patient and careful licar- 
ing vn iho part of the Chief Justice and 
jury the prisoner was acquitted, the jury 
being about 40 miiiutBS considering ^ their 
verdict.

Eight inches 
of snow fell on Stiekeen river on Satur- 
day hist. Business was very dull through- 
out the winter The population at Tele- 
grapli Creek numbered four persons on the 
1st inst. On Thibert Creek it was report- 
ed that a rich spot had been reached in 
the old Thibert tunnel claim by two Can- 
adians and that largo pay was obtained 
fioiu cit.'viee,s. It was boliuvuil, howovur, 
to be a temporary all'air. 

H. Thiburt spent tho winter trapping 
on tho'D'eloife' river Uhd caught only 12 
martens. Tho Cameron boys wintered on 
the Deloiro and intend to prospect vigor- 
ou.sly this spring. 

The winter was mild and horses and 
mules pulled through all right. They 
aro runing on tho the winter range and 
roll in fat. Thero is a good supply cI 
provisions at the mines and rosona- 
bly priced. Tobacco, tho solacing weed, 
ran entirely out at Telegraph Oreeic and 
boothool and i)ro3orved cabbage woro ac- 
cepted as substitutes.

A SiooHngr'Sfcory of Cruelty and Dis- 
tress. 

Port Tow.vsE.N-D, May 7.— .A. most un- 
paralleled instance of inhuman cruelty on 
the high seas has accidendtly been brought 
to liglit here, the victim being a seaman 
who was sent hero from Victoria, B. C, 
for treatment in tho marine hospital. The 
man shiijpod on tho .American ship De- 
troit, now at Victoria, B.C., as an able 
bodied seaman, but for lack of proper 
food he waa literally eaten up by the scur- 
vy, and yet two days before ho came to 
the hospital the captain had him whipped 
with a rope's end for not being able to 
perform his duty. The man's limbs have 
turned comi>letely black from the thighs 
down. His teeth are ready to drop out, 
and altogether ho is tho worst sight that 
has been seen in the hospital here for 
some time, and if he recovers it will be 
a miracle. Tho seaman reports that a 
few days before reaching Victoria the 
captain assaulted one of the seamen, 
knocking him down and kicking him so 
that he died from tho effects of his injur- 
ies, and his body was thrown overboard.

WHEREAS IT IS DESIRABLE 
that a U ooUeii Alill for tho manu- 
ficturo of Lhinkets, Ihumela, iS:c., be es- 
t,al)li3hnd in tho City of Victoria, and tho 
Cdi-povation of tho said City are desirous 
of assisting tho eatablishniont of such a 
manufactory by exemption from taxation 
and by granting a sum of money to tho 
promoters of such object. 

And wnEttEAS the estimated cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill is §20,000. 

Be IT TUEREi-oiiB E.N'AOTED by the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Victoria. 

1. That wlion and so soon as a Mill of 
tho capacity of ten looms and eight luin- 
drud spindles shall have been erected 
wiiliiii tlio City of Victoria and fitted up 
with all tlie necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for tho manufacture of wool into 
yarns, blankets, &c., there shall bo paid 
to the owner of such mill out of the ro- 
venuo of tho said City tho sum of §2500, 
and thoncofortli tlio said mill, machinery 
and appliances, and all materials manu- 
factured at the said iMill shall bo e.xempt- 
ed from ta.tation by tlio Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of tivo years. 

2. That when the said Mill has beon in 
operation for tho space of twelve months 
there sliall bu paid to tho oivner tlieroof 
tho further sum of §2, COO out of tho ro- 
retiuo aforesaid; Proaiubd that such last 
mentioned payment shall not bo made if 
the said Mill shall have boon shut down 
or shall liavo ceased to manufacture for a 
period of ci«lit weeks during tlio preced- 
ing twelve montlis. 

3. That before any payment shall bo 
niado undor this Ry-Iaw tho proprietor of 
such inill .shall enter into a bond with two 
Buflicient aurotics to keep the aaidjWooUon 
Mill in good working order, and to nianu- 
facliuu wuol into yarns, blankets, itc, foi 
a period of five years, and shall not, dur- 
ing such period, bo interested in any 
other Mill of a similar character, or for a 
similar purpose, within tho Province of 
British Columbia, and shall not remove 
the said Mill, or the machinery thereto 
appertaining, during tho said period. 

4. That no Chinaman, whotlier a Brit- 
isli subject or not, shall bo employed in 
the said Mill, and, if any such bo em- 
ployed, no monies shall bo paid to tho 
owner of sucli Mill under this By-law.

" Woollen Mill By-law, 1881."
